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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
process for producing 1 ,1 , 1 ,2,3,3,3-heptafluoropropane is unobvious over the prior art 
of record because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest preparing 
1,1,1,2,3,3,3-heptafluoropropane, as presently claimed, wherein two intermediates (2,2- 
dichloro-1,1,1 3,3,3-hexafluoropropane and 2,3-dichloro-1,1,1,2,3,3-hexafluoropropane) 
are generated and the molar ratios of the 2,2-dichloro-1,1 ,1 3,3,3-hexafluoropropane 
intermediate product to the 2,3-dichloro-1 ,1 ,1 ,2,3,3-hexafluoropropane intermediate 
product is greater that 2 to 1 . Such a modification allows for reduced formation of 
undesired by-products and isomers (as demonstrated by applicants in the present 
Examples) while producing a greater selectivity and yield of the desired 1 ,1 f 1 ,2,3,3,3- 
heptafluoropropane. All claims (1-26, 39-61 and 89-103) are allowed.
